July 5, 
1902, the plain tiff’s employes were d i­ 
rected to go on strike an d it is claim­ 
ed that almost immed iately a boycott 
was established . 
The plain tiffs assert 
that this measure “con verted a profit 
of $ 27,000 in 1901 in to losses ran gin g 
from $ 17,000 in 1902 to $ 3,000 in 1904.” 
Jud ge Coxe said in con clusion of 
bis fin d in g: 
"No on e d isputes the proposition 
that labor un ion s are lawful. 
All 
must ad m it that they are n ot on ly 
lawful, but highly ben eficial when leg­ 
ally an d fairly con d ucted , but, like 
all other combin ation s, Irrespective of 
their objects an d purposes, they must 
obey the law.”

PEACE AGREEMENT 
WITH NETHERLANDS 


Bryan Signs First Pact With 
European Nation. 


Washin gton , 
Dec. 
1.—Secretary 
Bryan an d Chevalier Van Kapard ,, 
Netherlan d s min ister, sign ed a treaty 
provid in g that an y question between 
the Un ited States an d The N ether­ 
lan d s, which can n ot be settled by 
d iplomacy, shall be submitted for in ­ 
vestigation to an in tern ation al com­ 
mission of five members. 
The period of in vestigation is fixed 
at on e year, although it may be short­ 
en ed . 
This is the first treaty between the 
Un ited States an d a European n ation 
based upon Secretary Bryan ’s peace 
plan . 
T’he American -Netherlan d s con ven ­ 
tion d iffers in some d etails from sim­ 
ilar pacts alread y sign ed .

T hat was a provision which 
prohibited the use of mon ey appropri­ 
ated for the d epartm en t of justice be­ 
in g used to prosecute labor organ iza­ 
tion s for violation s of tlie an ti trust 
law. 
The sun d ry civil bill wn s vetoed 
by Presid en t T aft on accoun t of that 
provision , but was approved by Presi­ 
d en t Wilson . 
Now, the labor men n re in sistin g that 
con gress shall “make good " an d make 
the provision , which applied on ly to a 
comparatively small am oun t of mon ey, 
a perm an en t law so th a t it shall apply 
to all mon ey hereafter to be expen d ed . 
An d man y con gressmen are rather up­ 
set because they d o n ot care to go that 
far. 
They felt that en ough was d on e 
when the provision was in serted in 
the appropriation bill, an d , besid es, 
Presid en t Wilson would n o d oubt veto 
it, an d there would be a test vote 
about passin g it over his veto. 
Alto­ 
gether the subject is on e full of i>er- 
p I ex i ties. 
Sha m Battles. 
About tin * most useless feature of 
con gression al d iscussion that wo have 
seen is the bickerin g in the sen ate over 
the m atter of roll calls an d quorums 
an d atten d an ce. 
These are n ot sliaui 
buttles, however.

S tates court of appeals decided the fa­ 
mous D anbury h a tte rs ’ case in favor of 
D. E. Ixiewe & Co., th e plaintiff, and 
against th e United H a tters of N orth 
A merica. 
T he court affirmed a judg­ 
m ent in favor of I joe we & Co. and 
against th e h a tte rs ’ organization for 
$252,130. 
W ith in terest and costs th e ju d g ­ 
m ent now am ounts to $272,000. 
At 
the first trial, held in 1909, the plain­ 
tiffs obtained a ju d g m en t for $232,240. 
S ustaining 
the 
second 
jud gm en t 
Judge Coxe declared th a t it was no 
longer debatable “th at th e anti-trust 
act is applicable to such com binations 
as are alleged in th e com plaint,” and 
th at the act made no distinctions be­ 
tween classes of com binations or in­ 
dividuals. 
It w as show n at the trial th a t in 
March, 1901, th e United H a tters had 
resolved to unionize the factory of 
tile plaintiffs and th a t Mr. Ixiewe had 
te e n inform ed by the union officials 
th a t the h a tte rs “ w f 'Vd re so rt to th e 
usual 
m eth o d s” iw ■'lase th eir plan 
should m eet with opposition. 
July 5, 
1902, th e plaintiff’s em ployes w ere di­ 
rected to go on strik e and it is claim ­ 
ed I hat alm ost im m ediately a boycott 
w as established. 
T he plaintiffs a ssert 
th a t this m easu re “converted a profit 
of $27,000 in 1901 into losses ranging 
from $17,000 in 1902 to $3,000 in 1904.” 
Judge Coxe said in conclusion of 
bis finding: 
“ No one disputes the proposition 
th a t 
labor unions are 
lawful. 
All 
m ust ad m it th at they a re not only 
lawful, but highly beneficial w hen leg­ 
ally and fairly conducted, but, like 
all o th er com binations, irrespective of 
th eir objects and purposes, th e y must 
obey th e law.”

Now, the labor men a re insisting th at 
congress shall "m a k e good” a nd m ake 
the provision, w hich applied only to a 
com paratively sm all am o u n t of money, 
a perm an en t law so th a t it shall apply 
to all money h ereafter to be expended.

MEXICANS FIRE 
ON AMERICANS 


SHOWER MOORS WITH BOMBS 


Spanish Troops Inflict Heavy Loss on 
T ribesmen, 


Madrid, Dec. 19.—A large force of 
Moorish tribesm en was routed with 
heavy loss by the S panish troops a t 
Muley A b s ta in , Spanish Morocco. 
S panish m ilitary aviators threw the 
Moors into disorder with show ers of 
bombs. 
T h e Spaniards attack ed the Moors 
with 
a brigade of sharpshooters, a 
battalion of Infantry, four batteries 
of artillery and a large body of native 
( axillaries. 
T h e Spanish infantry charged with 
th e bayonet and dislodged the Moors 
from their positions, causing them to 
flee in great disorder, leaving large 
n u m bers of dead and w ounded on the 
field. 
T h e Spanish troops also lost a con­ 
siderable n um ber of men, as the rifle 
fire of the tribesm en w as very ac­ 
curate.

the “cold storage trust,” was present 
at the hearing and said the testimony 
of the woman expert of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture showed the neces­ 
sity of the enactment of his bill to 
regulate cold storage. 


Result of Cold Storage Inquiry. 
After several weeks of investigation 
over the United States, officials of th© 
department of justice have reached 
the conclusion that there is little 
ground for belief that a nation wide 
cold storage trust exists. 
Every Unit­ 
ed States attorney in the country 
was pressed into service for a quick 
survey of the cold storage field, and 
the reports of all to Washington indi­ 
cated that, while combinations have 
been formed in a few of the large cit­ 
ies. there is no reason to believe that 
there is a cold storage trust controlling 
the price of eggs and other products 
In all parts of the country. 
Sufficient evidence has been forth­ 
coming, however, to show that in some 
of the cities such combinations do ex 
ist, and the department already has 
turned its attention to a more careful 
scrutiny of the operations of cold stor­ 
age men there. 
Lescarde Preservation Method.

OR some time past the hen's egg 
has had a prominent place in 
the news aloug with the trouble 
in Mexico and other important 
topics of the day. 
Boycotts have been 
started in various parts of the country 
to banish the egg from the home until 
its price came down. 
Even women of 
tho cabinet in Washington have align­ 
ed themselves in the fight 
And now 
come three interesting announcements 
—one that the food value of eggs Is 
overrated, another that the use of dried 
eggs by the American housewife is 
the best way to hold down the cost of 
“strictly fresh ' and a third that a new 
process of preserving eggs has been 
discovered which is said to excel the 
cold storage method. 
Chicago women who have refused to 
join the egg boycott because of their 
regard for the food value of the egg 
have just been presented with food 
figures prepared by the state food com­ 
mission, which show that the product 
of the hen is overrated. 
After u con­ 
ference between Mrs. John C. Bley and 
John B. Newman, assistant state food 
commissioner, and Dr. J. C. Johnstone. 
state analyst, a chart was prepared 
showing that the consumer must pay 
more for the food value of eggs than 
of twenty other common foods. 


Cheaper and Just as Good. 


In eggs Is more expensive than in 
cream or cottage cheese, white, whole 
wheat or corn broad, oatmeal, milk, 
bacon, pork chops, lamb chops, round 
steak, rice, potatoes, parsnips, navy 
beans, apples, bananas, prunes and 
raisins. 
‘ With eggs at 45 cents a dozen.” 
said Mr. Newman, "a woman can save 
20 cents lf she substitutes lamb chops, 
round steak or oatmeal. She will save 
40 cents if she buys beans. Six cents' 
worth of rice, potatoes, corn or white 
bread will furnish the same amount of 
food value as a dozen eggs

plants are starting operations, one in 
France and one in Belgium. As every 
one knows, the ordinary methods of 
cold storage for eggs are far from 
perfect, partly perhaps because cer­ 
tain microbes withstand freezing tem­ 
perature without serious hurt.

over. eggs as ordinarily handled are 
affected by the surrounding air through 
the effects of evaporation. 
For these 
reasons prolonged cold storage mark­ 
edly impairs the value of eggs.

On that rests his whole job. for 
should a thunderstorm catch him nap­ 
ping it would mean a serious strain on 
the leading electric light and power 
company. 
In no other city but New York do 
conditions make for such a contingen­ 
cy 
Owing to the compact construction 
of the huge blocks of downtown sky­ 
scrapers an enormous amount of elec­ 
tric light is suddenly demanded when­ 
ever the sky becomes darkened. Thou­ 
sands of bulbs 
are simultaneously 
switched on. 
At nightfall this need 
for light is easily calculated, but no 
certain provision can be made against 
the sudden overshadow’ of a storm 
cloud other than by stationing a look­ 
out man on the top of a skyscraper. 
Consequently when he sees a cloud 
sweeping down the Hudson or advanc­ 
ing from any other direction it is his 
business to watch its approach care­ 
fully. 
Therein he must use a bit of Judg­ 
ment. lf it is likely to sweep clear of 
the city he need not bother about it 
But should he reckon it will pass over 
Manhattan it is his business to tele­ 
phone the chief power station a warn­ 
ing that a storm cloud is coming. 
At 
once a red light glows in the engine 
room, and the stokers hustle to shovel 
coal Into the furnaces. 
Presently the 
huge generators revolve at greater 
Bpeed to supply the emergency demaud 
for electricity. 
Thus when the thou­ 
sands of lights are switched on down­ 
town few are likely to guess how the 
sudden call for light has been m et 
Meanwhile the cloud watcher is in 
no fear that a mechanical device will 
deprive him of Ii is job, for the weather 
Instrument that can record just the di­ 
rection a cloud will tnke in sweeping 
on toward Manhattan is yet in the dim 
future of invention.—New York Trib­ 
une.

That the American housewife may 
combat th * “ *gg trust” by using fro­ 
zen ami t i ti eggs is the suggestion 
that has I cen offered before the house 
committee on agriculture by Dr. M. E. 
Pennington, the woman egg expert of 
the department of agriculture. 
Dr. 
Pennington, who is in charge of the 
food research work of the department. 
is stationed in Philadelphia. 
She has 
furnished the committee with her ex­ 
planation of the prevailing high prices 
on eggs. 
‘‘Imperfect transportation methods, 
poor packing, undeveloped casings and 
failure of farmers to market properly 
their eggs are causes of the present 
high price*,” she declares. 
“Frozen 
and dried eggs soon will be marketed 
in small quantities available to the 
average household, instead of only to 
bakers.” 
Dr. Pennington says eggs should not 
be kept more than ten months in cold 
storage 
“Hard frozen eggs will keep 
a year,” she continues, "and they will 
be made eventually more available. 
Dried eggs are now sold in small cans, 
and the dried and frozen kinds will 
supplant in time the cold storage va­ 
riety. 
The dried and frozen eggs can 
be used by families, and they do not 
lose any 
of their 
nutritive 
value. 
There is no deterioration In quality of 
frozen and dried eggs. which are now 
packed under scrupulous rare/* 
The packing of frozen and dr its I 
eggs, says Dr. Pennington, saves mil­ 
lions of eggs annually and helps to 
keep down the price of the storage 
and “strictly fresh" product.

months, says the Scientific American. 
The eggs are set up upon u piece of 
cardboard provided with suitable per­ 
forations. There are IOO holes in each 
slab, w’hich forms the cover of a tin 
lined wooden box containing two in­ 
candescent lamps, so arranged that 
the light passes through the eggs and 
is viewed by the operator. 
It is thus 
easy to detect any spoiled eggs, and 
It takes but a few seconds to examine 
the entire IOO eggs. 
The next stage consists in packing 
the eggs in special metal boxes. In 
which they are treated with carbonic 
acid gas and nitrogen. 


Eggs Immune From Gas. 
The boxes are then ready to be tak­ 
en to the sterilizer, which consists of 
a large cylindrical tank. 
The boxes 
are stacked upon roller trucks, which 
are then run upon rails to the tank. 
The tank is first of ail exhausted to 
extract the gases or air from the air 
pocket of the eggs aud also the gases 
dissolved in th© albumen. 
Then car­ 
bonic acid ga* is sent Into the appa­ 
ratus from steel 
bottles containing 
compressed or liquefied gas. 
After admitting a certain amount 
the gas Is shut off for a time, while it 
continues to be absorbed by tho albu­ 
men of the eggs. 
Fresh gas is then 
let in, when the pressure is seen to fall, 
and this is kept up until the eggs ab­ 
sorb no more gas. 
When the proper point in this oper­ 
ation la reached the carbonic acid gas 
Is shut off, and a portion of It Is then 
again extracted by pumping, to be re­ 
placed by a certain amount of nitro­ 
gen fed from compressed gas cylin­ 
ders. 
The eggs are now ready to be taken 
to the cold storage quarters, where 
they can be kept for a long period of 
time. 
These storage rooms need no 
ipeclal precautions as to the state of 
the air or the amount of dampness, as 
chis can b ate no effect upon the eggs. 
Accordingly the storage chambers are 
cooled by « simple brine circulation, 
md the temperature is kept about at 
the freezing point.

Since malt has provided himself with 
wing* he has learned more astonishing 
things about the air than were dream­ 
ed of in his old philosophy, 
lie has 
had to learn them in order lo make 
traveling safe on his new aerial high­ 
way. The wind was almost a complete 
mystery until aeronauts began to make 
close acquaintance with its strange 
moods aud vagaries. The startling ex­ 
periences of aviators have stimulated 
the anemometrists—I. e.. 
the 
wind 
measurers—co 
fresh 
investigations, 
which have hat! surprising results. 
Consider, for Instance, these things 
which have been found out by the 
Aeroteclmic Institute of the University 
of Paris: 
If two anemometers (wind measur­ 
ers) are placed side by side about sev­ 
enty-two feet above the ground when a 
wind of from thirty-three to forty- 
eight feet per second is blowing the 
most remarkable differences in the ve­ 
locity of the wind are observed. If the 
anemometers are only ten inches apart 
both usually show nearly the same 
wind velocity, but lf the distance be­ 
tween them is increased to about thir­ 
ty-two inches one will sometimes show 
a wind velocity of ten feet per second 
more rapid than that shown by the 
other. 
But this difference lasts only 
for an instant 
If the distance be^ 
tween the anemometers Is increased to 
twenty-three or twenty-four feet. the 
usual length of an aeroplane, the dif­ 
ferences In the velocity of the wind 
shown by them are occasionally enor- I 
mons. but of very brief duration This 
must clearly produce a racking effect 
upon an aeroplane, which may lie dis­ 
astrous. for one end of It may for a 
second or so experience a resistance 
double that felt at the other end. 
But this is by no means all. Not only 
does the wind vary in this capricious 
fashion at places a few feet or a few 
yards apart, but it varies with equal 
violence and suddenness at the same 
point, as Is proved by fixing a single 
anemometer at a height of seventy- 
five or eighty feet above the ground 
and observing the successive changes 
in its Indications of velocity. Thus It 
has been found that a wind whose av­ 
erage velocity was alnrat thirty-eight 
feet per second maintained that ve 
locity for as much as ten successive 
seconds and then in a second and a 
half dropped to less than fourteen feet 
per second, which It maintained during 
two seconds, after which in the course 
of half a second it sprang up to a ve­ 
locity of fifty feet per second! It main­ 
tained the last mentioned velocity for 
only a single second. 
In another case the velocity of the 
wind rose iii three-quarters of a second 
from twenty-six and one-quarter feet 
to fifty-seven and one-half feet per sec­ 
ond. 
Considering these facts, it is no won­ 
der that aviators meet with strange 
accidents by running Into what they 
call “holes in the ulr." for the sustain­ 
ing force of the air, on account.of the 


to the navigator of the air it becomes 
sometimes a very demon, or a legion 
of demons, whose eccentric gamboling* 
are as uncontrollable as they are unex­ 
pected. 
It took thousands of years for sea 
men to learn how to face with un­ 
flinching boarts the vagaries of the 
ocean waves and currents and for 
shipbuilders to devise vessels that 
could defy them, but it seems likely 
that we in a few decades shall have 
mastered the caprices of the atmos­ 
phere and have produced airships that 
will safely ride the wildest wind. 
It Is the advance of science that has 
given us the great advantage which we 
possess over our predecessors in over­ 
coming 
nature’s obstacles, 
but 
in­ 
increase of knowledge would not have 
served us if there had been decrease 
of courage. That there has been no 
such decrease is proved every day by 
the daring feats of aviators.—Garrett 
P. Serviss in New York Journal.

EXAM PLES OF “ NO SUCH LAW " 


CURIOUS BREADS. 


P o p u la r Belief* Which Have Sprung 
Up. Ne On® Know* How, and Become 
Fixed Idea*, Yet Have No Founda­ 
tion In Legi*lative Enactment*. 


M any people have the idea th a t it 
one ow es a bill and foe* to his debtor 
and tells him th at he is w illing to pay 
and then offers som e trifling sum on 
account, say 91 or even less per w eek 
or m onth, th e creditor is obliged to 
take it. utterly regardless of th e fact 
th at if < reditors w ere obliged to re 
ceD e paym ent in that w ay It would 
put most of them out of business in a 
very short |**riod. 
T here is no such law. 
In the m inds of very m any people, 
especially 
in 
the 
country 
districts, 
there Is another firmly fixed idea th at 
lf one person strikes another first tile 
person assaulted 
may then all 
but 
pound the other to death. 
Then* is no such law. 
A person assaulted has the right to 
defend him self, but he may not use 
any more force th an necessary to do 
th a t 
To use more th an necessary 
force com pletely turns the tables, and 
the assaulted becomes th e nggn»ssor 
and liable for his excess of zeal In 
dam ages com m ensurate w ith the dam ­ 
age done. 
A person has the right to 
order an undesirable person from his 
prem ises and to use sufficient force to 
eject him if he does not go w hen sn 
ordered, but he has no rig h t to acceler­ 
ate his m ovem ents w ith one or more 
well placed kicks. 
Many people who owe bills labor un 
der a stroug im pression th a t it la the 
duty of th eir creditors to com e to them 
for their money. 
T here is no such law. 
T here is a proverb w hich says. “The 
borrow er is servant to the le n d e r' 
T he bank will not come to you lf you 
owe a note which it holds for collec­ 
tion. 
Out of courtesy it will send you 
a notice th a t your note is due (It Is not 
compelled to do t h a t ), but you m ust 
go to the bank to m ake paym ent. 
In the country frequently and In 
the city som etim es one is told that. 
lf a person dies leaving children and 
grand- hildren, the children of a de 
censed child, th e grandchildren, a re not 
entitled to the share of the estate 
w hich their parent would have taken. 
as the fa th e r or m other having died 
th ere is no w ay w hereby the inherit 
ance can pass over from th e deceased 
to th e grandchildren—In o th er words. 
the line is broken. 
T here is no such law . 
The sta tu te s expressly provide that 
the children of deceased heirs take 
the share th a t would have gone to 
their parent. 
A person ow ns a fru it tre e and Its 
branches overhang the land o f his 
neighbor.

but being w holly on one side th e ow ner 
is entitled to all the fru it and m ay go 
upon his neighbor's land and g a th e r it 
w ithout being guilty of trespass, 
if 
th e neighbor does not like

rangem eut he may tak e his ax or saw 
and out th e lim bs off a t th e line be­ 
tw een th e estates, but he m ust throw 
them on hts neighbor's land. as the 
wood of th e tree belongs to him 
T he 
ow ner of th e tree may not like to have 
his tree tre ate d thus, but lie cannot 
help him self. 
Tw o men own adjacent iota of land. 
One w ishes to have a fence betw een 
them ; the o th er does not 
M any people 
think th a t one may luiild th e fence and 
compel th e oth er to pay for half of it 
T here is no such law. 
In such a case one ow uer m ay call

N either,party, how ever, can com pel tin- 
other to build any p articu lar sty le of 
fence. 
T he m over in the m u tter may 
w ant a fancy fence, but tile o ther may 
build his h alf of any m aterial satis 
factory to him self, and so long as it is 
a legal fence he cannot be com pelled 
to build any other.

T here is no such law 
The finder of money or other vain 
ables on th e floor outside the counter 
In a sto re is the ow ner of th e sam e 
ag ain st th e whole world except tile 
loser, but it has been held th at lf t In- 
ow ner left th e money or goods upon 
th e counter or on a table in th e store 
they w ere practically iii the care of 
th e storekeeper and he had tin* right 
to th eir custody, w hile he could not 
m ake such a claim to goods which 
w ere found on the floor.—Boston (Ilobe

Professor Sedgwick. 


A ddressing th e A ssociation of L ife 
In su ran ce 
P resid en ts 
recently, 
Dr. 
R u p ert Blue, surgeon general of the 
U nited S tates public health service, 
delivered a p articu larly in terestin g a d ­ 
dress, in th e course of w hich he auld: 
“ Public health is a public u tility . 
A 
dollar laid o u t in san itatio n is not an 
expenditure, b u t a loan, w hich will lie 
retu rn ed a hundredfold. 
Any m unic­ 
ipality, sta te o r nation can have p u b ­ 
lic health if It will but pay th e price. 
“T he m ost needed reform s in public 
health ad m in istratio n a re g re a te r co­ 
operation betw een public officials, the 
em ploym ent of full tim e w orkers, es­ 
tab lish m en t of laboratories, accu rate 
collection of vital sta tistic s an d the 
settin g aside o f sufficient funds to ac­ 
com plish those things. 
“T he fu tu re of sa n ita ry a d m in istra ­ 
tion in th is co u n try depends upon the 
in terest 
w hich 
the citizens tak e in 
Its developm ent. 
T h ere is no b e tter 
index of the sta te of civilzation of a 
com m unity th an th e m an n er in w hich 
it approaches its public* health prob­ 
lems. 
T h ere is still m uch room for 
reform in the sa n ita ry ad m in istratio n 
of m any sta te s and m unicipalities in 
o u r country, and not th e least im por­ 
ta n t d u ty devolving upon the health 
officials of th is nation is th e ed u ca­ 
tion of the general public to th e end 
th a t sa n ita ry refo rm s will not only 
be accepted, 
but 
also 
be earn estly 
sought for.
